3. Sporn arrival in Tientain, guests are divided into mmbered gran 38, each of 
which is assigned a separate becdias A Gebailed registration form must be 
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filled out by each guest, atating name, address, profession, name of organ- 
ization (business or goverment) represented, purpose of visit, persons 
desired to contact, and expected duration of stay. Guests are required to 
Sign out when leaving the hotel and to sign in upon returning, giving times. 
Persons wishing to go on to Peiping have their travel arrangenents made by 
the Division and are told what train to take. 


In Peiping, guests are assigned quarters, fill out the sane detailed regis- 
tration form as in Tientsin, and must follow the game procedure of signing 
in ard out of their billets, In order to see a Communist Party member or a 
government official, the visitor must prepare a letter addressed to the 
Communist Party, to be handed to the manager of the hostel for delivery 
through chaniels to the proper authority. If the party member or official 
wishes to yee the visitor, he also makes the initial contact by Letter, 
Appointments are sometimes delayed for several days or weeks, without any 
reason being given the visitor. 


One of the hostels in Peiping, believed to ve typical, was descrised as 
follows. Rooms are divided into classes, of which A is the best. Class C 
rooms are occupied by several persons; Class B are Single rooms but other 
wise little better than the lower category, Chair upholstery is torn, 
mattresses are dirty, and sheets and bed covers are spotted and stained, 

The hostel has flush toilets, but these have no seats and work only if 
water is carried to flush them. Boiled water for drinking is supplied. 
Laundry is done by the hotel free, but bathe and haircuts are handled at 
neignboring establishments, and paid for in scrip issued by the hostel, 

A program of entertainment is arranged for the guests, including meetings, 
drama, and movies, and non~attendance is frowned upon. Special daily 
newspapers containing articles omitted from the usual dailies are cirevlated 
anong the guests in rotation according te a list of names and room numbers 
attached to the sheet. Leals ere served at seven BeMey NOON, and Six pute, 
in a dining room with eight persons to a table. Meat, vegetables, and 

soup are served at all meals but in smaller quantities for breakfast. The 
food is of the type issued to Communist Party members of fifteen years! 
standing; the hostel manager and his wife had to obtain special permission 
from the chief of the Reception Iivision in order to share the food served 
to guests. 


Forelen and Overseas Chinese visitors in Peiping are assigned to the 
Central South Lake inside the palace grounds for training. Upon arrival, 
they are instructed to report to Central Committes of the Chinese Communist, 
Party o
